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THE WEEK'S NEWS. 


B: in Town.—King Edward came up to 


London from Sandringham on Monday, and was 

followed three duys later by the Queen. Their 

Majesties have greatly benetited by their stay in 

the bracing Norfolk air, and are both in excellent 
health. On Saturday the Court goes to Windsor, where the 
anniversary of the death of Queen Victoria will be observed 
on Thursday, Jan. 22. The Lord Chamberlain's Depart- 
ment has been busy lately in arranging rooms at the Castle 
for the reception of the Court; and in the Queen's rooms 
overlooking the East Terrace many improvements have 
been effected. . 


„Тһе Key to South Africa. — Mr. and Mrs. 
Chamberlain arrived in Johannesburg last Thursday, 
and were accorded a magnificent reception. Lord Milner, 
who accompanied the Colonial Secretary’s party, was also 
the recipient of an enthusiastic ovation. Many addresses 
of weleome, including one from the men of Birmingham 
resident in the guld-reef city, were presented to Mr. 
Chamberlain, who replied to all in one important s ћ. 
The Transvaal, the right hon. gentleman observ: was 
beyond question the key to the situation in South 
Africa. бо long as the Transvaal remained peaceful, 
there was little fear of trouble elsewhere. Mr. Chamber- 
lain then referred to the great task accomplished by Lord 
Milner, and expressed the hope that when he returned to 
Englind he would be better able to co-operate with the 
High Commissioner in the work he iscarrying on. With 
reference to the grievances of Johannesburg, Mr. Chamber- 
lain said that no Briton should ever appeal in a just cause 
to the Mother Country and go away dissatisfied. Не con- 
demned the charges brought against the Johannesburgers 
of fomenting the war to fill their pockets, and said they 
had proved by their conduct in the field that they 
were prepared to risk everything for their rights. As 
to the contribution te be made by the . Transvaal 
towards the cost of the war, he, Mr. Chamberlain, 
did not believe that the men who had shown so much 
bravery would now show that they had greater regard 
for their purses than they had for their lives. Mr. 
Chamberlain and his party, on leaving Johannesburg, will 
go on to Potehefstroom by rail, and thence will trek across 
country to Mafeking, going thence by train to Kimberley, 
ара so on to Bloemfontein. It is stated that the Boer 
leaders who met Mr. Chamberlain in conference at 
Johannesburg have nccepted all his decisions as final, 
realising that іп the Colonial Secretary they hyve met their 
political master. 


Iliness of Mr. Alfred Beit.—Mr. Alfred Beit, the 
well-known South African millionaire, was seized with an 
apoplectic stroke at Johannesburg last Thursduy. Messrs. 
Werner, Beit, and Co. have since received at their 
London office a cablegram stating that the patient is on 
the way to recovery, and takes nourishment freely. Mr. 
Beit, io is one of the wealthiest men in the world, is an 
entirely self-made man. He is fifty years of age and а 
bachelor. 


Attempt to Shoot а King.—Madrid was thrown 
into a state of great excitement last Saturday when 
it became known that an attempt had been made on 
the life of the young King of Spain. His Majesty. 
accompanied». by his mother, the Queen-Dowager, and 
the Infanta Teresa, was returning from evening service 
at the Church of Buen Suceso, when in the Plaza 
de Oriente a man in the crowd fired two shots from 
а revolver at the carriage. The bullets fortunately 
passed harmlessly between two vehicles, and the sudden 
uproar caused the King to put his head out of the window, 
but his mother quickly dragged him back, The would-be 
assassin was promptly seized, and at the Police-station gave 
the name of Feito. He said his real intention was to shoot 
the Chamberluin, who had refused him a place at Court. 
In his kets were found a visiting-card of the Mayor of 


Madrid, and several letters addressed to President Roose- | 
velt, King Edward of England, the German Emperor, the | 
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Czar, and other potentates. It is believed that Feito is 


insane. 


Fanatics on the War-Path.— Reports bave 
reached London from Egypt and Tripoli indicating that 


the fanatical tribes of'the Eastern Sahara are again in 
movement, advancing towards the Nie. The tribes are 
those of the order of Sidi Mohammed Senussi, whose 
second successive chief died last year. The rallying c 


of the Senussi brotherhood is the founding of a great | 
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| Mostem Empire in Novth Central Africa, and they have 
gathered to their banners hordes of fanatics and all the 
broken remnants of the defeated Khalifa and the Sultan 
Rabat, whom the French defeated in 1900, The main body, 
which is believed to have obtained rifles through Tripoli 
and to have fifteen cannon, is reported to be at Joppa, a 

lace 400 miles west of Khartoum and 700 miles from the 

editerranean. Sir Reginald Wingate, the Sirdar, is now at 
Khartoum, and the garrison has been strengthened, although 
no immediate danger is apprehended.-—A(ifaivs in Morocco 
have again taken a disquieting turn, The rebels are 
reported to be marching on the capital, from which they are 
only twenty miles distant, and many of the Sultan’s troops 
are deserting to the Pretender. All the Europeans have 
left Fez, and the Consuls. will follow immediately. The 
Spanish authorities have recalled the Spaniards residing in 
Alcazar, and the French Military Mission has stopped at 
El Kaar. Seven Jews have been murdcred in the Hiyiana 
region. 


The Saxon Royal Scandals.—It is stated in the 
Salzburg papers that at the family council of the members 
of the Grand Ducal House of Tuscany a decision was 
arrived at to offer a lump sum of £250,000 to the Archduke 
Leopold Ferdinand, who recently eloped with an actress, 
in satisfaction of all his claims, on condition that he shall 
sign a declaration renouncing his rights of inheritance 
to any of the family estates. Private advices received in 
Vienna state that there is strong probability that the 
negotiations between Princess Louise and the Saxon Court 
will result in the separation of the Princess from M. Giron, 
the French tutor with whom she eloped, and in her return 
to Austria. This change of attitude is said to be attri- 
butab!e to the absence of the Princess's brother, Leopold, 
and to-a promise given by the Emperor Franz Josef thst 
the Princees will not be confined in u convent or asylum. 


Wintry Weather.—Over almcst all parts of the 
country the weather last week assumed а severity strong!y 
in eontrast with the mild spells to which we had grown 


aceustoined. Cold winds. with very heavy rain were 
xperienced in the Midlands und North Wales, where 
he ineessant downpour resulted in serious floods. 


The valleys of the Clwyd, Dee, Elwy, and Severn were 
inundated for miles, farmsteads and houses having their 
lower floors completely submerged. Many homesteads 
were isolated, and could only be reached by means of 
boats, the inhabitants, driven to the upper rooms, re- 
ceiving their supplies through the windows. Bakers and 
butchers sent their provisions round in specially organised 
relief-boats, and there were numberless exciting incidents. 
Scores of sheep were washed away and drowned, while farm 
stock and domestic poultry-yards alike suffered веутеју. 
Passengers on the Highland Railway from Fort William 
to Glasgow had a most unpleasant experience last Satur- 
day. A snowstorm, rivalling in severity the worst known 
in the Highlands for many years, raged over the district, and 
in a brief space enormous snowdrips ten to twenty feet deep, 
blocked roads and railways. The South express ran into a 
deep dri: at Luibnachlach, und the driver, hoping to get 
through, backed his engine and then charged the impediment 
attopspeed. Unfortunately the engine :ose on the «now and 
left the rails, leaving the train securely imbedded in the 
snow. Breakdown gangs were wired for from the nearest 
siznal-box three-quarters of a mile away, but meantime 
the passengers were in much alarm, and suffering from 
cold and hunger. The limited stock of provisious available 
was soon exhausted, but ten hours elapsed before the 
derailed engine was got on to the metals agair, and the 
train back to Corrour. The line having been cleared, the 
belated travellers. were trausferred to another train, and 
resumed their journey just twelve hours after they had 
first left the northern station. 


Thrilling Life-Boat Resoues.—An dueipienalig 
gallant rescue, even in the annals of the British Life-boat 
service, was achieved by the erew of the Kingstown Life- 
boat in Dublin Bay last week. The trawler Jndustrious 
went ashore during a furious gale, and her crew of four 
men were in imminent danger. At eight o'clock in the 
evening the life-boat started on. its errand of merey, and 
nothing was heard of it till five o'clock the next morning,

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lin^, and succeeded in getting a rocket fired over the 
steamer, when the saivage-men were with some difficulty 
got safely back to terra firma by means of the breeches buoy.

A Drury Lane, next April, Sir Henry 


Irving will produce Sardou's new and 

important play ** Dante." Sir Henry will 

be singularly well placed in this piece, as 
his features have much of the poetical and dig- 
nified expression of the great Italian poet. The 
love of Dante for Beatrice will form the ground- 
work of the play, but I learn from Sir Henry 
himself that several episodes in the life of the 
poet will be utilised by M. Sardou, whose work, 
by the way, has been translated by Mr. Lawrence 
Irving. Dante’s affection for Beatrice may be 
traced through the whole of his poetry. We 
find it in the ‘‘ Paradiso” and the ‘‘ Vita Nuova,” 
while in his ** Divina Commedia” the poet makes 
her his guide through Paradise. His ideal 
love for Beatrice caused him to wait a year 
after her death before he married. His union 
with Gemma Donati, which, like the marriage of 
Milton, was a most unhappy one, took place in 
1291. At first sight it appears as if the subject 
were too remote to please a monern audience, 
but M. Sardou is so ingenious a dramatist that 
he will be certain to introduce whntever romantic 
elements he can find in the story ot the poet's 
career. There is, for instance, the squabbles of 
the Guelphs and Ghibelines, leading to actual 
warfare. Although Dante never ceased during 
the remainder of his life to glorify Beatrice, ће 
married and had seven children, calling the 
youngest Beatrice. When the Guelpns and 
Ghibelines came in conflict, the poet fought 
bravely. ‘They were troublous , times, and some 
of the stateliest houses of the Florentine nobles 
were burnt to the ground.
